University Accepts Captured Gun For 
Memorial to Students Who 
\ Fought In War. 

A German 77-millidieter light field 
gun was presented by the Goveirnment 
of France to George Washington Uni- 
versity at 6.30 Saturday afternoon, 
February 19, in the yard In the rear of 
2023 G Street. 

Gen. Collardet, military attache oi 
the French embassy here, made tire 
presentation Speech, and President 
William Miller Collier, on behalf of the 
University, accepted the gift, which is 
to serve as a memorial to the valor of 
the George Washington students who 
participated in the great war and as 
an incentive to patriotism In future 
generations. 

Gen. Ccdlardet, in his speech, de- 
clared that it was especially fitting 
that a university bearing the name of 
Gen. Washington, who was the first 
supreme commander of a Franco 
American army, should receive this 
souvenir of a great battle which 
stopped the sweep of the Germans on 
Paris, 

’’The Germans,” he said, “wonld not 
have dared to start the war, if France 
and Belgium had been fully prepared, 
and this trophy should serve as a re- 
minder of the neces!\lty of preparation 
even for the most pacafic of nations.” 

In accepting the gun. President Col- 
lier said that it wou'd not only serve 
as a reminder of the necessity of prep- 
aration, but as a memorial to the sti- 
cred. dead of both the French and 
American armies. He closed with 
high tribute to the Frepph ideal of 
liberty, equality and fraternity. 

The gun.' which rests in the back 
yard at 2023 G Street, is Just as cap- 
tured by the French Zouave regiment 
from the Prussians near Douemonf on 
the Verdun front in the great battle 
in w'hich 65,000 of the gallant French 
defenders were killed. • 


Considers Plan of Erecting a Union 
Building To Fulfill Urgent 
Needs of University. 

The Student Council, > at its last 
meeting in Lisner Hall, Wednesday 
night, February 23. adopted a con8t,itu- 
tion and by-laws for the carrying on of 
its activities and for the better func- 
tioning of the viorkings of the council. 

The action of the council in adopting 
such set of governing rules marks a 
forward step. It will be possible from 
now on for the Department of the Stu 
dent Activities, un^cr the direction of 
a Student Activities Director and 
Board of Managers, with the coopera-, 
tion of the student governing body, to 
function normally and in the most effi 
cient manner. 

The new - constitution directs the 
cipser organization of the 'varied and 
widely spread activities in the Univer- 
sity and strives to better the condi- 
tions that now attend their particular 
activltlea. For instance, the new rules 
call for the chartering of the Unlver 
sity classes, by which means it would 
be possible to avoid conflicting dates, 
deficits, and so on. 

Bryan Morse, Director of Student 
Activities, addressed the meeting and 
called attention to the fact that many 
students had failed to pay the first 
semester's instalment of the Voluntary 
Tax. He pointed out that with the 
renewed impetus given to student ac- 
tivities by the creation of a separate 
department for their management, it 
was absolutely necessary that the 
funds subscribed be forthcoming to c^r- 
ry on the plans now laid out. Unless 
such monies are paid in, the .^tudent 
activity department will face a coy 


Sixty Receive Degrees at Convocation 
Held During Centennial \ . 

Celebration. 

On February 22 the George Wash- 
ington University celebrated Its Cen- 
tennial convocation in the auditorium 
of the Central High School. More than 
140 schools and colleges of not only 
this but of foreign countries were rep- 
resented when the president - of the 
University, William Miller Collier, 
opened the invocation. Thh entire 
auditorium was filled when the aca- 
demic- procession entered, and gs soon 
as It was fairly within the doors the 
audience arose and remained standing 
until the prayer cpmmencing the cere- 
tdunies was completed. 

IJrevlous to the entrance of -the aea- 
deifiic procession an ortiheatra under 
the direction of Mr. Sol Minster ren^ 
dered several shlsctlons, the first an 
overture of national airs, the second a 
selection of Henry VIII dances, and 
the third, “Stars iind Stripes Forever," 
was played as the procession entered 
the hall. As;the last of the procession 
reached the stage. President Collier 
asked - Rev. Prof. Robert Hastings 
Nichols, Ph. D-. of Auburn Theological 
Seminary, to offer the invocation. 
When the prayer vftia completed. 
President Collier was presented with a 
gavel made from the wood of a bouse 
which once stood in- Washington and 
in which it is said' that every Presi- 
dent of the -United 1 States from Jdhn 
Adams to Roosevelt had visited. It 
was with' this gavel that the president 
struck the stand, thus formally open- 
ing the convocation. . 

President Collier then Inwoduchd 
Prof, Charles Ale.\'ander Ricjimond, 

D. D., DL. D., of Union iCoUege, who 
ma'do tijc subject of his address "Edu- 
cation and American Democracy.” In ' 
his address Prof. Richmond told of the 
need of America to profit by the ex- | 
ample set the world by Germ-;, jjiu 
to not carry its educational program 
forward solely .wlfli the purpose in 
view of making itself the commercial 
master of the world, but rptber to so 
guide and direct the youth of the na- 
tion that they tn the future might 
further the alms of peace which have 
in the past been ever 'before the na- 
tion. 

When the convocation address was 
finished President Collier introduced 
William Bruce King. A. M-, LX,. M., a 
member of the Board of ’t'rpstees, who 
gave the commemorative gddress, in 
which Be told of the early history of 
the University, of its struggles for fi- 
nancial advancement, fead extracts 
from the rul^s governing ttje conduct 
of pupils, and in general pres.ented a 
picture pf the University as it had 
been during the past' hundred years. 
Mr. King finished his address with an 
appeal for financial support for the 
University in order that more and bet- 
ter work- might bo carried on In the 
luture. • 

President ■ Collier then presented, 
with; the assistance of Dean Wilbur, of 
Columbian College;, Dean Ruedlgor, of 
Teachers' College ; Dean Borden, of the 
Medical School; Dean Tersoh, of the 
Law School, and Dean Henning, pf the 
School of Graduate, Studies, diplomas 
to, the graduates fjiom each college, 
after which he mads brief remarks, ad- 
vising them as to their new responsi- 
bilities and offering them sound advice 
on their relation id the world. 

Upon concluding his remarks, the 
president then conferred honorary de- 
grees upon 27 distinguished visitors, 
and after the “Star-Spangled Banner" 
bad been played and Dr. Nichols had 
pronounced a benediction, the aca- 
demic procession left the hall, the au- 
dience remaining atanding until the 
procession bad left the hall.

The development of athletics and 
student activities as a whole can be furthered in no; better way 
than by the erection of a gymnasium for George Washington 
University. 1: 

There is an imperative and immediate need for a gymnasium. 
Time and again The Hatchet has declared in favor of a gymnasium 
and, in the last issue, statements and opinions of the University 
officials regarding this project were gathered and presented. All 
of these opinions emphasize the value of a gymnasium in the fos- 
tering of the awakened interest in student activities. A remark- 
able football team represented us on' the gridiron last fall ; our bas- 
ketball team is enjoying a successful season 5 a ri^ team has been 
formed and is ready to enter the intercollegiate matches ; a swim- 
ming team has been formed and is arranging meets ; in every line 
of athletic endeavor our teams are showing that they' deserve the 
proper training facilities which a gymnasium would give. With 
this rapid progress in athletics, it is indeed unfortunate that the 
proper financial support is lacking. 

,^The trustees of George Washington are not ready to erect a 
^il^L^jRsium for the University, but a better plan has been pre- 
Bente"1»y the “Hoya,” the Grorgetown paper. The ”Hoya’^ plan 
of a national atheltic auditorium is a worthy one, because it 
would give to the local universities, an equal chance for developing 
intercollegiate athletics and alsd enable the nation to entertain 
its athletic guests suitably. The gymnasium problem does not 
confront the local colleges alone. Numerous colleges throughout 
the country are either planning or building gymnasiums or 
stadiums. The money is being raised in various ways, some of 
which could be successfully employed in the erection of a George 
Washington University gymnasium. A gymnasium of our own 
would be excellent, but as its immediate erection seems impossible, 
it seems most advisable, if not necessary, for the local institutions 
to cooperate in securing appropriations from Ckmgress for the 
erection of a national athletic auditorium. — E. S. T.
